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Property Qualifications 


With great good sense, the bylaws 
eommittee of the city council has decided 
to go along with the province’s provision 
in the proposed new Uniform City Act 
that property qualifications should not be 
required of mayoralty and aldermanic 
candidates 

To be consistent, the city council should 
recommend to the provincial government 
that property qualifications should not be 
required of those citizens who vote on 
money bylaws. 

If the mayor and aldermen, adminis- 
tering civic assets, are not required to be 
property owners, it is absurd to demand 
that those voters who dispose of civic 
assets should be property owners either. 

Indeed, the tendency of development in 
modern cities is all away from property 
qualifications. 

The property qualifications in voting 
and holding civic office are relics of two 
suppositions that are as obsolete as the 
dodo, 

The first supposition is based on the 
old feudal tradition that no one who did 
not own property was worth considerii.g 
in a social way. 

The second supposition was that people 
who did not own their own homes were 


floaters and therefore unworthy of re- 
sponsibility. 

The first supposition is pure outmoded 
snobbishness, 

The second supposition, while it may 
have been true 50 years ago, is totally 
false today because there are thousands 
of substantial, permanent and responsible 
citizens who find it uneconomical to own 
city property. ; 

ry renter pays taxes indirectly. 
And a man who rents a house at $75 to 
$100 per month is making as great a con- 
tribution to the civic treasury and has 
just as much of a stake in the city as many 
home-owners. ‘ : 

As a city attains metropolitan size, 
this truth becomes even more pertinent 
because apartment life becomes more and 
more of a necessity for many sound and 
responsible le. 

Tt right be 2 good idea to establsh a 
residence clause forbidding all those who 
have not lived in the city for at least two 
or three years to vote on financial matters. 

But to divide citizens into electors and 
burgesses is archaic snobbery on the one 
hand and pure injustice on the other. 

The property qualification is to be de- 
leted in the case of office-holders. Con- 
sistency demands that it be deleted in the 
case of voters. 


Keeping Faith With a Church 


The city council performed an act of 
commendable justice when it renewed the 
option of the First Baptist Church to pur- 
chase two lots on 109 street from the 
city for $8,200 as the site of a new church 
building. 

The aldermen did well to ignore the 
protests of the commissioners that the 
city has been offered $20,000 for these 
lots, 

The price difference has absolutely no 
meaning at all in the light of the fact that 
churches are any city’s greatest asset. 

The aldermen did well to ignore the 
protest of the town planner that 109 street 
will eventually be too congested to be the 
best site for a church. 

Congested Bloor street in Toronto is 


the site of many churches, including the 
large St. Paul's. 

Congested Fifth avenue in New York 
is the site of St. Patrick's cathedral. 

Narrow and congested St. Catharine’s 
street in Montreal is the site of many fine 
and imposing churches, including several 
Roman Catholic edifices and the Anglican 
cathedral church. 

Congestion has nothing whatever to 
do with it. 

Wherever there are people, 
should be churches, 

The First Baptist congregation is en- 
titled to build wherever it feels it is best 
to build. 

And the commissioners are not the 
best judges of that.

Preparing for Christmas Day 


The Church Calendar designates to- 
morrow as the Sunday before Advent. 
December 3 is the first Sunday in Advent, 
December 10 the second Sunday in Advent, 
December 17 the third Sunday in Advent 
end December 24 the fourth Sunday in 
Advent. December 25, of course, is 
Christmas Day. 

The Advent season is the period of 
preparation necessary for a good and 
worthwhile celebration of Christmastide. 

To the Christian, Christmas Day is not 
merely an occasion for ..c giving of gifts 
and the exchange of kindly wishes. 

It is the sacred anniversary of the 

sacred event which witnessed the Incarna- 
tion of God the Son. “The Word”, as St. 
John says, “became flesh and dwelt among 
us”. 
Christmas Day, then, marks the be- 
ginning of the process upon earth by which 
the saivation, of men was made possible 
afid by which heaven was opened to 
believers. 

It is obvious that such a solemn 
occasion cannot be worthily approached 
by the mere erection of a Christmas tree 
and the, purchase of gifts. 

Christmas must be approached, first, 
in a complete understanding of its signif- 
icance and, second, in a reverent and pen- 
itent and worshipful frame of mind. 


‘ODDS AND ENDS 


We must be worthy in our minds to 
understand Christ and we must be worthy 
in our hearts to receive Him. 

Thus, the Advent season with all its 
preparations is completely essential to a 
good Christmas in the spiritual sense. 

Those who wish to celebrate Christmas 
worthily will re rly attend, of course, 
their own churches. It is not enough to 
attend church on Christmas Day or Christ- 
mas Eve. In fact, the churches should be 
crowded to the doors between now and 
Christmas. 

But there are private devotions and 
private exercises that will help. The 
regular recitation of private prayers is 
necessary. 

Another excellent plan is to read at- 
tentively and prayerfully, in some ordered 
fashion, the four Gospels during the 
Advent season. 

Nothing could be better than for 
families, before they separate for the day 
or for the night, to read together a few 
chapters of the Gospels and discuss their 
meaning together, consulting their clergy- 
man about the correct interpretation of 
them. 

Such a practice and such observances 
will add immeasurably to the meaning, the 
joy and the blessing of that sacred day.

‘Do Cortes Repeat 


Nothing in a full 15,000 miles 
has given us the same sense of 
elation as driving toward the 
Pacific with the knowledge that 
before the day was done we'd be 
camped beside “our” ocean, 

In the history books they 
make a great deal of the thrill 
for those early explorers, Cortez 
and Balboa and company, when 
they topped the last rise, shaded 
their eyes, and sighted the sea 
for the first time. 

I'm prepared to argue that the 
thrill goes just as deep when you 


know what lies ahead. Then you 


have not merely the expectation 
of something beautiful, but of 
something missed. And re-dis- 
covery is always headier: wine 
than discovery, 

We left our desert camp out- 
side Yuma, Arizona, early in the 
morning and drove first through 
the incredible Sand Hills, Cali- 
fornia's own, personal Sahara, 
where you keep an involuntary 
eye on the horizon expecting to 
sight a camel train or a robed 
shiek on a white Arabian.

Then we went across the wide, 
dry Imperial Valley into the little 
town of El Centro and this had a 
curious psychological effect on 
my wife and me,

we travelled down to Mexico 
we'd passed through E) Centro.

With some 1,800 miles to go we 
were talking as if we'd reached 
the outskirts of our town. 

This sort of illusion is com- 
mon when you travel fast and 
far.

If we reminisce about ad- 
ventures last summer in the Al- 
berta foothills or talk about the 
long drive through northern On- 
tario it’s as if we were recalling 
events of years ago.

Again, the drive down the east- 
ern coast of the United States 
from Maine to Florida seemed a 
million miles because everything 
was strange to us, Yet we contem- 
plate the same familiar distance

It had begun to rain by the 
time we reached the summit and 
when we neared San Diego the 
California dew was lashing down 
in sheets, Our first view of the 
ocean was definitely anti-climac- 
tic, a grey, lifeless blob through 
the half circle left by the busy 
windshield swipes,

Same As Ever 

We turned off Highway 80 onto 
Highway 101, the coast route, and 
followed the shoreline as the day 
grew greyer and wetter. North of 
the beach of San Juan Capistrano 
a sign came up through the rain: 
“State Park — House Trailers 
Only.” 

We turned in, found a place to 
set up house and went to bed 
with the rain drumming its nails 
on the aluminum roof. We were 
feeling a little cheated. 

Up at seven in the morning to 
a glorious day and there it was:

Men Move Mountain To Make Ozark Dam 


Seven men in the Ozark Moun- 
tains of Arkansas will finish a 
gargantuan two-year job next 
month—moving a four-billion-ton 
mountain across two valleys 

Seven miles away, the moun- 
tain is being put together again 
to build the $78,000,000 hydro- 
electric and flood contro] Bull 
Shoals Dam on the White River, 
fifth largest dam in the world. 

The mountain-moving project 
was performed on a seven-mile- 
long belt conveyor, longest in 
the world at the present time, 
which carries 650 tons of crushed 
rock an hour and moves it along 
at 525 feet a minute 

“The mountain is coming to 


Mohammed on a roller coaster,” 
observed a grizzled construction 
worker, who has helped build 
other big dams, 


Belt Road 
Moves Dust 

The seven men are the main- 
tenance men on each of the shifts 
who keep the belt running, travel- 
ling along the conveyor line to 
lubricate the “idlers,” or rollers, 
on which the belt runs. 

The vig man behind them, 
however, is M. H. “Harvey” Slo- 
cum, project manager for the 
dam. A pioneer in the moving of 
mountains, he displaced two 
others «© construct the Grand 


w 


Coulee and Fiart Dams. Rather 
than build a temporary railroad, 
an aerial tramway, or build a 
highway, he went to Thomas 
Robins, Jr, conveyor manufac- 
turer, and had the “belt road” 
put together in the Ozarks, 

The rock blasted from the top 
and side of Lee's Mountain rides 
the belt across rugged terrain to 
a processing yard on the dam 
site. There it gets another unique 
treatment—refrigeration, 

The Army Engineers specify 
the rock must be cooled to 54 
degrees before it is mixed with 
cement, and Slocum built huge 
vats which hold the rock while 
ice water circulates through it 


The project, which will provide 
flood control for a million acres 
of land and supply power to 
Tulsa, Okla, Springfield, Mo., 
and Little Rock, Ark, set a con- 
struction record for speed. 

The dam site was cleared in 
June, first 


1947; concrete was 
poured in September, 1948, and 
the completed project will be 


turned over to the Army Engi- 
neers next fall. 

Actually, however, it has taken 
40 years in the making. A bill 
approving a dam 10 miles below 
Bull Shoals was vetoed by the 
President in 1910. In 1919 a simi- 
lar bill was approved, but the 
contractors went broke.

TIMELY TIPS for 
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REBUILDING THE ALTARS 


“And Elijah said unto all the people, come near unto 
me. And all the peaple came near unto him, And he re- 
paired the altar of the Lord that was broken down.” 

Elijah was the stormy petrel among the prophets of 
Israel, Life for him was an ever moving and turbulent 
storm. Religion in his day had fallen into disrepute, idol 
worship had been popularized by the King and his 
Queen who had surrounded themselves with alien 
priests, 

Of course many of the people had misgivings about 
the way the nation was drifting into the worship of 
false gods, but when and if they ra‘sed their voices in 
protest, they would be told that they were old-fashioned 
in their ideas and after all, if one would be safe, it were 
well not to protest over much, 

But Elijah was made of sterner stuff. Opposition 
only made him bolder as he challenged the new religous 
order of the nation, The altars of the living God had 
been broken down, some by violence, no doubt, others 
by sheer neglect. The faith of the fathers who had in 
prayer and sacrifice erected the altars, brought only a 
Sneer to the faces of their sons, and the altars were left 
to fall into disrepair and ruin. 


Elijah believed that the altars could be rebuilt 
and with them, the faith of the people be made once 
more vital and necessary to living, so he tock the fallen 
and neglected stones, cleared away the accumulation 
of rubbish from the well nigh forgotten altar of God, 
called the people together and they built the old forgot- 
ten reminder of God. 


Today the same call te rebuild the broken down and 
almost forgotten altars of God comes to our generation 
and to our nation. Our altars have not been rudely 
broken down by enemy violence as has happened in 
other lands. 

But by sheer neglect and disinterest we have al- 
lowed our altars to become overlaid with rubbish. In- 
terest has centred around more material things and 
the intangible values have been forgotten. The House 
of God erected by men of vision and faith and dedicated 
to His worship, is in the main deserted by the majority, 
while we have put nothing worthwhile in its place. 

Of course such gods are easy to serve, demanding 
no present sacrifice and pandering to our ego. But life 
demands sacrifice for in’no other way may life be ful- 
filled and while we may worship our alien gods and 
seem to escape retribution for a time, the day comes 
inevitably when our idols demand payment in full and 
the day of reckoning is always a bitter one. 

“And he rebuilt the altar of God which was broken 
down."Is not this task before each one of us. And we 
must begin with ourselves. Every man his own Elijah 
building anew the old altars so long neglected: Prayer 
—Bible Study—Religion once more in its appointed 
place in the homes of our people. Religion taught, not 
as an accessory to life, but as life itself; a full recogni- 
tion of God as the Sovereign Power; a reawakening to 
the value of the House of God in the community and our 
place in it. We must have a new conception of what it 
means for a man to draw near to God and the faith 
that when we draw near to Christ, His spirit comes to us. 

“How long halt ye between two opinions, if God be 
God then serve Him, but, if Baal, then serve him.” 

The choice is ours to make. There is no middle way.
